PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a 
music search system which enables a user to 
efficiently search a music which the user 
desires to select. SOLUTION: A search key 
database 26 stores search keys for stored 
pieces of music, which simplified the change of 
musical interval in each phrase about a 
plurality of pieces of music each consisting of 
a plurality of phrases. When the sound 
collection of a melody, inputted by a singing 
voice or the like, is made by a microphone 20 
and is converted into melodic data by a 
melodic recognition part 22, a search key 
preparation part 24 prepares a search key for 
an inputted piece of music which simplifies the 
change of musical interval about these melodic 
data. A search processing part 28 for the piece 
of music compares the search keys for the 
stored pieces of music, corresponding to each 
phrase of each piece of music with a search 
key for input piece of music, searches for the 
existence of a phrase, corresponding to the 
search keys for stored pieces of music having 
the same tendency as that of the search key 
for input piece of music about each of a 
plurality of pieces of music, and performs high- 
similarity determination to the piece of music, 
which has many phrases of the same 
tendency. 
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
